dramatic and picturesque battle o 
the British army in all its two-year

15. Here is the story of how all 
kinds of men from tiie ends of the 
earth took part in this mighty con- 
flict. 


In the same dressing station this 


week the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press has seen Canadian, New 
Zealanders, English, Scotch, 
Irish, 


New Foundlanders and Americans, 
These were some of the- men 
of 


many countries who took part in the 
now historic battle and with them 
went into action those armored mo 
tor cars called "tanks" which are to 
the credit of a quiet officer of engi- 
neers. It was the "tanks" that com- 
pleted the wonderful business of this 
battle. Today when the correspond- 
ent was calling on a Canadian briga- 
dier it was a "tank" called "The Cor- 
don- Rogue" looking like a pre-liis- 
toric monster in a skin of modern 
armor and with engines inside which, 
took him across the field of shell 
craters, weaving its way with pyth- 
onic adaptability by all irregularities 
up. to the door of the brigadier's dug- 
out. : 


The correspondent went over the

'He met Canadians

and New England, and others, who 
on the soil of France, •haile'd one an- 
other in the French tongue of Que- 
bec."We got into a big show all right," 
said the Americans, and that is what 
we came here for. These men who 
had rushed to the attack 
of the 


•idses of the Somme against machine 
^an fire and shells carried 
them- 


selves by all accounts in a manner 
worthy of the traditions of the civil 
war. 
It was the Canadians' first, of- 


fensive on any big scale.

stood the shock of attack at the sec- 
ond battle of Ypres, at St. Eloit, Or- 
rell Hill and Sanctuary wood, and it
